TAKE CARE OF THE RAM 


Edmonton Letter 


A good lamb crop depends oil 
a number ol factors, primary oi 
which is getting all th„ ewes 
safely in lamb. The condition 
of the ram is very Smpoitant 
if this is to be a-sured and for 
tunately the shepherd can, to a 
certain extent, control this lact- 
or. 

It is, of course, imperative that 
the ram be in good health 
thrifty condition but not fat, 
land well hardened by exercise 
before the breeding season 
starts. At the Lethbridge Expei 
imental Station, it ha s been 
found that a little extra alien 
tion is a good practice. The feet 
of the ram should be examined 
and trimmed if necessary 
provide him witli a good foot 
ing. Then to it is well to re¬ 
move anydirt v locks which may 
have formed around the open¬ 
ing of the sheath. Likewise, any 
excess wool around tile eyes 
should be removed with the 
shears. 

The number of ewes which a 
ram can serve depends much on e xac 
the method ol' management. In 
range bands most sheepmen fig 
ure on about three 
hundred ewes.
